POLITICAL DISABILITIES, 

Wasntnotos, Feb &8—The Reconstruction 
Committee at thelr meeting to-day blocked 
out some new and important legislation by de- 
ciding ya gencral nllto remove the politi- 
eal disabilities of all persons disfranchised by 
the Fourteenth amendment, except such as 
have served in Congress or in the army or 
navy. It provides that all except the 
named may bave their disabilities removed on 
application toa U. S&S District Court. This 
application. to remain on file thirty days, 
and then, if no valid objection be made, the 
court can tseue an order relieving the appli- 
cant. If there br objec ion, it must show good 
and sufficient cause why the amnesty should 
not be granied. When it is granted, the ap- 
plicant is to make an oath teat be wi 
remain leyal to the Government. 
Tile oath is similar to that now 
taken by naturalized citizens. The committer

The Legal Tender rer 

The long expected decision of the Su 
preme Court, which was delivered Satur. 
dav, is much consequence that 
a brief review thereof necessarv,; 
There has been, apparently, a fear of the 
consequences upon the trade of the coun- 
try, which has withheld this decision so 
many months; for it was currently moot. 
ed, nearly a year ago, that a majority of 
the court was against the constitutionality 
of the act authorizing legal tender nows 
The «ffect, so tar, has been a depreciation 
of gold. This may seem to be an anoma 
ly, that an apparent blow at the validity 
ot legal tenders should enhance their value, 
but the reason is evident enough.

Bat the Govern- 
ment having emitted such a volume of 
legal tenders, and baving authorized the 
National banks to duplicate the amount, 
it conveys the implied obhgation to sus- 
tain the value of these paper promises. 
and the popular faith in the ability of the 
Government to do so is the cause of the 
fall in gold. It would be ruinous upon 
the finances of the country, as well as its 
commerce, to strike down the 
present currency and allow it to fluctu- 
ate trom day to day, as was 
the custom dumng the war, 15 or 20 per 
cent. Therefore, though the legal tenders 
may no longer be recognized as the medium 
with which debts can be paid, there will be 


a steady effort by the Government to bring 
_ them to a specie standard. Luckily the 


condition of the country is such that a near 
approach to resumption of specie pay- 


_ ments has been reached before the decision 
came, Otherwise its effect might bave 


been terribly disastrous upon the various 
interests of the United States by unsettling 
values to @ great extent and impairing the 
credit of American securities abroad, thus 
flooding our market with hundreds of mil- 
lions suddenly returned for sale to realize 
something in the tear of losing all. No 
such apprehensions will now be felt in 
Europe where American credit Is assured 
And with the approach to specie will come 
the complete settlement of the .bond ques- 
tion, tor which no one will refuse to re. 
ceive greenbacks, when they are as good as 
coin. The decision does not cover the 
whole act. The iseue of notes as an ap- 
propriate and plainly adapted means of 
carrying on the war is not questioned. But 
to declare a particular class ef these notes 
legal tenders in payment of pre-existing 
debts comes in direct contravention 
the Constitution. The tact of 
their being receivable lor dues 
to the Government gave them a 
ready circulation, but making them a legal 
tender did not enhance their value, for in 
the original bill the reliance of circulation 
was based upon the receivability clause, 
and they were not made legal tenders un- 
til some time afterwards. In fact, the cir- 
culation and value depended entirely upon 
the prospect of early redemption and the 
volume of currency. As the one decreased 
and the other increased, came also the de- 
preciation of value. The Court says 

“All useful purposes of the notes would 
have been fully answered without making 
them legal tendera for pre-existing debts. 
It is denied, indeed, by eminent writers, 
that the quality of legal tender adds any- 
thing atall to the credit or usefulness of 
the Government notes. They insist, on 
the contrary, that it impairs goth.’ There 
is a plain power to declare and carry on 
war, also, to regulate commerce and bor- 
row money. “Both powers necessarily in- 
volve the use of money by the people and 
by the Government; but neither, as we 
think, carries with it, as an appropriate 
and plamly adapted means tw its exer- 
cise, the power of making circulating notes 
legal tenders in payment of pre-cxlsting 
debts." The Court concludes, also, that 
powers under the Constitution “must be 
not prohibited but consistent with the let- 
ter andapirit.’ “Nothing so prohibited or 
inconsistent can be regarded as appropri- 
ate, or plainly adapted, or really calculated 
means to any end.”

No testimoay, how- 
ever, was taken down to writing. At this 
stage of the proceedings a joint resolution 
passed both bouses appointing five men ers 
of the Senate and the committee of the House 
oo printing (already lovest g the matter) 
a joint committee to investivate and report 
upon the subject, end inetrncting them to 
teke all testhnony down in writing. T.¢c 
joint committee met and commenced the tu 
vestigatjor, d novo. ail test'mouy being takea 
in © , ae Ordered. It appears fiom (oir 
{ull Feport (now printed by order of tre Sea- 
ate) that bat three witpes-e+ were txauined 
by the Joint commit’ ee, viz: Col. D. Uwart 
Amith, Aeditor, L. BE. Harvie, and Mr J ohn 
B. Major, brother of the Public Printer. 
Neither Mr. Barrett (foreman of tue office) 
ner Mr, Helms (Mr, Major's clerk and gea- 
eral business manager) wea «worn or ¢xarm 
ined. Why does not appear from the report 
of the committee, and I myself am unable to 
state. Both veotlemen were in Frankfort at
